“It’s just nice to see that 
audience does support us, they 
ported us so much that we 
nt over our goal,” said Christine 
omiak, CJSR’s program 
nager. 

The station used a variety of 
d-raising techniques in order to 
ease audience response. Some

The agreement will formalize 
the level of debt payments and the 
amount of money and services 
CJSR will receive from the SU in 
future years. 

CJSR, which is independent of 
the students’ union, is a non-profit 
radio station operated by the First 
Alberta Campus Radio 
Association. Its mandate is to 
provide alternative music and 
public affairs programming to both 
the University of Alberta and the 
wider community in and around 
Edmonton. 

Garett Poston, president of the

Welcome to Webslingers! This 
week we split in two directions, 
new technology then answers to 
your questions. 


Net Radio? 


Technology created for the 
internet is getting better and better. 
One of the coolest things going is 
internet radio. 

The guys at Realaudio (http:/ 
/www.realaudio.com) have 
figured out a way to send radio- 
quality voice transmissions over 
the average 14.4 modem. This may 
not sound like much, but a couple 
years ago this was thought to be 
next to impossible. 

Why did they think it was 
impossible? Well, sound on a 
computer is stored as a series of 
samples. CD-quality sound is 
sampled 44.1 thousand times a 
second with each sample taking up 
2 bytes. This adds up to over 88 
thousand bytes for only one second 
of audio. A 14.4 modem can 
transmit data at a rate of 1.5 
thousand bytes a second. Even the 
lowest quality takes up over 8 
thousand bytes a second. The 
greatest compression a couple 
years ago couldn’t bring the data 
rate down to 14.4 modem speeds. 
Realaudio, however, has found a 
way to compress the sound 
enough to transmitt it at a rate of 1 
thousand bytes per second, leaving 
bytes to spare on 14.4 modems. The 
quality, however, is close to that of 
AM radio with occasional static 
that makes the audio sound 
computerized. 

Internet radio is free. Just go 
to the Realaudio page and 
download the version for your 
computer. The program to 
‘broadcast’ on the net, however, is 
not free. 


Now anyone in the world 
with something to say can set up 
their own internet radio stations 
and play whatever they want, with 
no censors, no commericals. Large 
companies, however, have been 
the first, and have given us 
broadcasts ranging from sports to 
alternative music to the OJ trial. 

Check it out, this technology 
can only get better. 


Getting access to the 
World Wide Web 


There are two ways to access 
the Web at the university: one is 
through Lynx, the menu program 
that appears when you logon to 
gpu, and the other is through a 
program called Netscape. 

If you have a web address (it 
is actually called a URL, or 
Universal Resource Locator) and 
want to go to it, here is how you 
use each program to find it: On 
Lynx, type the letter g, type the 
address, and press enter. On 
Netscape, go to the file menu, 
select open location, type the 
address and press enter. Make sure 
the address begins with ‘http: / /’ 


for example: http:// 
www.ualberta.ca 
Changing your 


password 


A lot of people ask me “how 
do I change my password?” The 
answer is extremely easy. First 
logon to gpu with your assigned 
id and password. You will be taken 
to the main menu. Press the letter 
‘q’ to quit and then ‘y’ for yes, I 
want to quit. A prompt will appear 
with your id. Just type ‘passwd’ 
and follow the steps that appear. 
In no time you password will be 
changed.

University of Alberta. Delegates 
representing campus security 
programs from across North 
America participated —_—in 
workshops and _ discussions 
focused on safety. Sandy McLeod, 
director of the NCSC, said there 
was “a lot of information sharing.” 
Armed with information, 
delegates returned home “to see 
that other’s eyes are opened, that 
they stay open” to crime 
prevention, said McLeod. 

McLeod said the conference’s 
main purpose was to “establish a 
national voice” for campus 
security and focused on Safewalk 
programs. During the day, 
delegates attended workshops 
such as “Stepping Out of the Dark” 
presented by the University of 
Alberta Sexual Assault Center and 
listened to speakers in the evening. 
The line-up of speakers for the 
panel discussion Saturday night 
included member of Parliament 
and deputy Speaker of the House 
of Commons David Kilgour and 
Priscilla de Villiers, president of 
Canadians Against Violence 
Everywhere Advocating it’s 
Termination. 

Organizers hoped delegates 
would gain the sense of not being 
alone in their battles against crime 


and that they would take the 
information they’d gathered back 
to their campuses and start asking 
some questions. Delegates felt that 
students’ lack of informaton was a 
major problem. They thought that 
if students were more aware of 
crime they would be more alert in 
preventing it. 

Yvonne Lyver from Memorial 
University in Newfoundland said 
students were “frightened because 
they don’t know what's going on.” 
She planned to take pieces of what 
she'd learnt and incorporate it into 
the safety program at Memorial. 
She was determined to get the 
administration working with her. 

Karen Ward of Queen’s 
University was convinced that 
instead of administration, “peer 
supervision acts as a good initial 
step” in crime prevention. She said 
the Queen’s Student Constables 
make sure “events run as safely as 
possible.” 


Sandy McLeod said 
they were expecting 
more delegates fees 
to maintain a cost 
recovery budget. 
They reportedly lost 
almost $4000. 


Heather Watson, SU vp 
academic, has had positive 
experiences with the 
administration (campus security 
and the dean of students) at the U 
of A. She said they respond to 
students’ needs and _ are 
implementing a home page on the 
Internet to keep students current 
with any criminal activity on 
campus.

It 
was probably the closest I’ll ever 
get to a religious experience. A 
sublime humming quieted my soul 
as I pondered the history and belief

that constitutes the basis of Israel. 
It saddens me beyond despair that 
inner quiet may never be known 
by the residents of that tiny strip 
of land in the Mediterranean. 

I want to believe in peace. I 
want to hope that Arabs and 
Israelis can live together in 
harmony, but I just don’t believe it 
can happen. Not for another three 
thousand years anyways. Does 
that make me cynical? Pessimistic? 
Someone once said that a pessimist 
was merely an optimist with all the 
facts. I don’t claim to have all the 
facts, merely the feelings. For 
millions of people in Israel, the 
feelings are more than enough.

Well, the members of The Splendour Bog 
right not have been great gymnasts but, 
Pankfully, they have developed other 
Hlents. One of these is the ability to use the

‘perfect setting for just about any subject. 


The incident is isolated, as many 
moments in the play turn out to be. But the 
theme wafts through this delightful comedy 
like nicotine through a dinner party: the 
older you get, the more things you have to 
leave behind, and the bigger each decision 
in your life becomes. 

Later Life is funny and poignant 
without being trite. It is also exacting in 
its portrayal of Boston (“the most civilized 
city in America”), Bostonians, and 
middle-aged upper-class society, yet it 
does not limit itself thematically to these 
elements. What you have is two 
gorgeously developed characters only 
A.R. Gurney could write; Austin (Gary 
Reineke) who is anxious, puritan, over- 
polite, constantly afraid of “something 


Those of you who are familiar with the 
long pilgrimage from Alberta to B.C. via car/ 
truck/ camper will love songs like “There’s 
No Highway Like the Coquihalla.” Lyrics 
like “On the first big hill my car slowed 
down to sixty,” are bound to incite some 
knowing smiles and nods. 

If highway driving doesn’t strike a chord 
with you, The Splendour Bog can take you 
down memory lane with a song about 
driving lessons with Dad. Groan. Double 
groan. 

The Splendour Bog definitely give much 
food for thought. You've heard of penis envy, 
but have you heard of plant envy? The group 
has a song called “I Wish I Had Some 
Chlorophyll.” It’s about the desire to be 
green and close to the sun. I can’t recall ever 
wishing that myself, but maybe you have. 

The four members of The Splendour Bog 
play a wide variety of instruments including 
guitar, mandolin, fiddle, drums, harmonica, 
penny whistle, and the concertina (which

Kraatz’s simple and relaxed voice has a 
special poignancy. As she strummed out 
basic rhythms on her acoustic guitar, she 
confessed she wasn’t much of a soloist. 
However, her voice is what makes her music 


humour is mature and prolonged, making 
you wait for the joke (though it’s 
invariably worth the wait). On the other 
hand, sexual innuendo abounds, ranging 
in form from computer jargon to sporting 
events (as Austin’s friend says to Ruth, 
somewhat bluntly, “ You’re about to go to 
bed with a great squash player”). 

By the end, the humour is less, and 
the tension between Austin and Ruth is 
palpable and moving. I don’t want to give 
away too much of the plot here (lest you 
end up waiting patiently for revelations 
which you already know), but at its heart, 
Later Life presents a fairly typical “should- 
I-stay-or-should-I-go” story through 
grand characters who make grand and, 
curiously, rewarding choices.

memorable. Sometimes it is soft and breathy, 
other times plaintive, but it is never forced. 

My favorite song was an a capella 
number she did as a cover song of the 
Cowboy Junkies.

Their “Song 
About Pretentious People” took a shrewd, but 
wickedly witty swipe at pretentious artist 
types.

out the kinks in their relationship despite 
great distance and disquiet. 

Brown and Scriver have injected 
considerable historical detail into the play 
(all of which certainly sounds believable); the 
descriptions of Allan’s bomber runs tend to 
be a tad more exciting than details of Moira 
on the home front, but I guess it depends on 
your point of view. The writers also found 
room to insert humour (both literary and 
fairly bawdy) and serious philosophizing 
which ranged from early feminism to hearty 
Yank-bashing, to a powerful statement on the 
long-term psychological effects of war, and 
the rigours of re-acclimatization. 


At times an engaging character study, at times a 
glorified history lesson, Letters in Wartime is like a 
Barry Broadfoot book come to life, guaranteed 
to bring back the memories—for Grandpa, 
at least. 


The two-hander introduces us to Allan 
(john Ullyatt) and Moira (Tanis Dolman), 
he prototypical lovers in a dangerous 
lime. While Allan is training for the Air 
Force, first in Calgary and eventually in 
England, Moira stays in Edmonton, 
buffers rationing, gets a job. They write 
letters overseas, not always telling each 
other the whole story.

The music is effective and the lighting 
design, particularly during the bomber 
sequences, is outstanding. Still, some 
elements of Letters in Wartime only seem 
to speak to those who were born before the 
Boom; for the rest of us, watching slides 
of World War Two luminaries and hearing 
about how important “these times” will 
always be, is a bit too close to a history 
lecture...or a prolonged session with a 
sentimental septuagenarian.

With the 
crowd of 1 127 people roaring its 
approval, the Bears were able to 
finish the half with a narrow 41-37 
lead. 

The Bears continued their 
inconsistent play in the second 
half, allowing Regina to narrow the 
gap several times. It wasn’t until 
the final 10 minutes of the game 
that the Bears displayed the 
prowess that won them two 
consecutive national 
championships. “It just took us a 
while to get in the groove,” 
explained post Peter Knechtel 
about Alberta’s late start. 

Alberta ended up winning 87- 
74. Guard Greg DeVries had the 
most points for the Bears with 20. 

Saturday, the Golden Bears 
faced the Lights from Montana 
State. The Bears started stronger 
than the night before, with two 
straight three-point shots by 


DeVries and a steal by point guard 
Taly Sweiss. 

Sweiss played especially 
aggressive defense, attacking the 
Lights point guard. “We 
completely changed their offense, 
just by Tally going on that guy so 
hard,” said Sale. 

The Bears were more 
consistent against Montana and 
had improved significantly from 
the Regina game. 

“Unbelievable. All the guys, 
overall. Peter [Knechtel], certainly 
me, even though I didn’t hit too 
many,” said Sweiss. 

The Bears defeated the Lights 
91-79 to move on to the final match. 

The Bobcats are one of the 
nations top teams, boasting 
talented players like Keith Vassell, 
last year’s CIAU Player of the Year. 

It was obvious from the 
beginning that the two teams were 
rivals. There was a lot of pushing

The University of Alberta 
Golden Bears goaltender, at the age 
of 22, has nearly fulfilled the dream 
of every Canadian kid to slap on 
blades. He has come within an inch 
of the pros, and may yet make the 
leap. 

“T didn’t turn pro, but I don’t 
write that off just yet either. You 
never know what kind of year you 
can have and what kind of 
exposure you can get,” said 
Masson. 

The Edmonton native has been 
on the fast track since leading the 
South Side Athletic Club to a 
provincial championship in 1988- 
89. From there, Masson went to the 
Kamloops Blazers of the Western 
Hockey League. He played in 
Kamloops from 1989 to 1993, which 
included a Memorial Cup victory 
in 1992. Midway through the 93-94 
season he was traded to the 
pathetic Victoria Cougars (now in 
Prince George) where his junior 
career ended. While in juniors he 
also appeared on the under-18 


national team. 

“The championship (Memorial 
Cup) was amazing and the 
experience helped me,” said 
Masson. 

Last year he was the third 
string goalie with the Golden Bears, 
but the U of A almost didn’t get 
him. He decided to come almost 
solely on the winning reputation of 
the Bears. In fact he was registered 
at the University of British 
Columbia before he decided he 
wanted to spend the next five years 
in a program with a winning 
attitude, so he came here. 

He has no regrets and neither 
do the Bears. 

That’s Dale’s career in a 
nutshell, but who is the man 
behind the mask? 

Dale realized that his chances 
of going pro were getting slim, so 
he looked towards WHL 
scholarships and the CIAU. He 
couldn’t turn down a virtually free 
education, so he enrolled in the bio- 
chemistry program at the U of A. 

“The WHL provides a good 
deal of scholarship money if you 
don’t turn pro. I was going to use 
hockey, I’m not going to let it use 
me,” said Masson 

He has managed to juggle 
hockey and school with success. He 
is doing well in school, with a 6.7 
GPA last year. 

In his limited free time Masson
